It has also helped him rationalize the trade that sent him 


from the Giants, the only organization he was in for 11 years 
in professional baseball, to the Dodgers. 


"This is also a good .experience for me," Jie says. "I'd., like 


to manage in the 'majors some day. You'll'never find me 
coaching because I couldn't afford the drop in salary. And 
by going to another club, you get around and see other person- 
alities of baseball." 


Haller, a .250 hitter who specialized in hitting the long ball 


for the Giants, has also been able to take a more objective 
view of his old club now that he's not a part of it. Packed 
with stars like Willie Mays, Willie McCovey, Orlando Cepeda, 
Jim Ray Hart, with pitchers like Juan Marichal, Gaylord 
Perry and Mike McCormick. the Giants have been one of the 
most frustrating teams in baseball. They have finished sec- 
ond in the National League each of the last three years. 


"The Giants," analyzes Tom, "beat themselves too many 


times on defense. And I never could understand why, with 
Candlestick Park favoring a lefthand power hitter, they only 
had one (McCovey) besides myself." 


By implication also, the Giants didn't exactly pull together 


all the time. "Baseball," says Tom, "is a team effort. It's 
very important to get a winning type of thinking. The little 
skills make the difference. If there's a man on second and 
nobody out, the hitter who's not a team ballplayer swings 
immediately for the RBI. The team ballplayer sacrifices two 
strikes trying to get the guy (the runner) over to third." 


And how do the Dodgers, his present employers, strike him? 
"In this camp, we stress more fundamentals." 
Tom Haller, who has never been on a second division club, 


is already on his way to sounding like a manager.

He would cash three rounds 


of trumps as a starter. Then 
he would give up a club trick 
in order to prepare for the 
possible squeeze. 
He might 


give it up by playing ace and 
jack of clubs, but a more 
elegant line would be the sub- 
marine play of the club jack 
first. 
In either case South 


would have a f u r t h e r plan 
which would be to play and 
ruff a third spade in case the 
defense didn't lead the third 
spade for him. He could ac- 
complish this by leading a di- 
amond to dummy. 


Then he would cash his last 


trump or trumps and come 
down to two diamonds, a high 
one and deuce, in dummy and 
three diamonds to the queen 
in his own hand. East would 
be down to three cards and 
would have to let a diamond 
go in order to hang on to a 
high spade. 


The two points of interest in 


this play are that South con- 
ceded a trick early in order to 
make the squeeze possible 
and that he made sure a third 
spade was led so that West 
could not hold a high spade 
and protect his partner from 
the squeeze. 


It is even more interesting 


to note that the expert would 
surely make his overtrick and 
that the player who did not 
work out the squeeze would 
probably make the same over- 
trick because of careless de- 
fense.

Irritations Major Cause 
Of Conjunctivitis

Q— What is conjunctivitis? 


What causes it? What happens 
if it is not treated? Why would 
my doctor order warm com- 
presses to my eyes? 


A— This is an inflammation 


of the mucous lining covering 
the inner surface of the lids 
and reflected back over the 
white portion of the eyeball. 
It may be caused by any kind 
of irritation, such as rubbing 
the eyes with dirty or sweaty 
fingers, 
exposure 
to ultra 


violet light or direct sunlight, 
overindulgence 
in 
alcohol, 


errors of refraction, allergies 
and infection. If it is not 
treated, it is likely to become 
chronic. 
A l t h o u g h warm 


compresses sometimes help, 
most doctors prefer cold com- 
presses applied for 15 to 20 
minutes three times a day. 


Q— My eyes feel scratchy. 


Could this injure my eyes? An 
eye specialist had me get 
some eye drops but they did 
not help. Is there any cure 
for this condition? 


Q— When you feel as though 


a foreign body is in your eye, 
your doctor should determine 
whether such a body is pres- 
ent or the feeling is due to 
conjunctivitis. A foreign body 
can injure the eye by scratch- 
ing the cornea and causing a 
corneal ulcer. 
Conjunctivitis 


won't injure your eye but it 
is very uncomfortable. The 
treatment 
depends on the 


cause. In most victims sooth- 
ing eye drops relieve the 
distress. 
If an infection is 


present, y e l l o w oxide of 
mercury ointment or an anti- 
biotic may be needed. If the 
cause is an allergy, contact

took note of criticisms that his 
campaign 
organization 
was 


made up largely of college ama- 
teurs and lacked professionaldi- 
rection at the top. 


"Wo may not be well organ- 


ized at the top," he said, "but 


ancient poet, and Chesterton, 
the English essayist. 


This was hardly par for the 


course, however, since nuny of 
his speeches go much further in

McCarthy as an

Hixon Favors 
Moratorium 
on Criticism

NEW YORK (AP) - Richard 


M. Nixon says he favors a two- 
to-thres week moratorium on 
criticism of President Johnson's 
Vietnam policy "while we ex- 
plore this avenue for peace." 


The leading contender for the 


Republican presidential nomina- 
tion said Monday he would hold 
off making "the comprehensive 
statement on Vietnam which I 
had planned for this week." 


But 
he added the statement 


was "all prepared and will be 
ready to deliver if the bombing 
pause fails to produce meaning- 
ful negotiations and a reduction 
of the fighting. I hope this is a 
speech that is never delivered." 


The former vice president, in 


the city for the day, made his 
remarks in a prepared state- 
ment and in a subsequent televi- 
sion interviel with CBS News. 


Today he returns to Wisconsin 


for the primary with a stopover 
enroute in Cincinnati where he 
planned a news conference. 


Nixon praised the President 


for his peace efforts but empha- 
sized his view that "a bombing 
halt by itself would not be a step 
toward peace." 


He said he assumed the presi- 


dent 
"would 
not 
have 
an- 


nounced a bombing halt under 
present conditions unless his ac- 
tion was based on private diplo- 
matic 
information 
available 


only to the government. 


"I further assume that inten- 


sive and delicate diplomatic 
moves are now under way, pos- 
sibly involving the Soviet Un- 
ion," he said, adding that he de- 
cided on a moratorium "in order 
to avoid anything that might 
even inadvertently cause diffi- 
culty for our negotiators." 


Nixon said, "I think that if 


:his bombing pause has been 
agreed to or initiated because of 
some assurances that the ad- 
ministration has that it's going 
to bring some progress, then it 
would be a very good step." 


"We'll know, I would say, 


within 
two or 
three weeks 


whether this pause was based 
on that or whether it was simply 
unilateral desperate action," he 
said. "If it was the latter it was 
a mistake." 


He declared that "unless this 


bombing pause does produoe 
some 
real 
progress 
toward 


peace, 
the disillusionment in 


this country is going to be very, 
very strong and the reaction 
will be to do more on the mili- 
tary side." 


Nixon said the United States

New Concept 
in Heart 
Transplants

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


high-ranking government heart 
researcher forecasts develop- 
ment by 1973 of a totally im- 
plantable artificial heart based 
on a new concept of energy-sup- 
ply: Use of the body's own di- 
gested food and inhaled oxygen. 


Electrical energy to pump the 


robot heart would come from a 
fuel cell that would burn oxygen 
from the blood stream and also 
glucose, a form of sugar pro- 
duced by food digested in the 
normal fashion. 


Dr. Frank Hastings, chief of 


the artificial heart research pro- 
gram of the National Heart In- 
stitute, 
told 
The Associated 


Press that promising results 
have been achieved at the labo- 
ratory level in developing the 
fuel-cell concept. 


He said it looks like the best 


prospect yet for ultimately mak- 
ing completely implantable arti- 
ficial hearts available to hun- 
dreds of thousands of cardiac 
patients 
newly stricken each 


year. 
He indicated 
it would 


eliminate the need for human 
heart transplants. 


The idea would be to graft the 


fuel-cell—consisting of a porous 
but 
tough, 
jelly-like 
plastic 


material—into the aorta, the 
body's major artery, beginning 
at the point where the blood ves- 
sel normally connects with the 
natural heart. The cell would 
employ a thin sheet of gold-alloy 
fibers wlu'ch would act as a cat- 
alyst in promoting energy-pro- 
ducing chemical reactions. 


Electrical energy, produced 


by the fuel-cell, would flow to 
the "muscles" of the nearby im- 
planted 
artificial 
heart, ena- 


bling it to pump blood in and out 
of itself. 


The robot heart itself would 


consist of a tough but flexible 
rubbery material, which would 
be covered with a thin envelope 
of living tissue fashioned from a 
vein in tho patient's leg. 


Indicating that energy-supply 


is the major problem in the 
quest for perfecting 
artificial 


hearts, Dr. Hastings said the 
fuel-cell 
concept has certain 


theoretical advantages—includ- 
ing potentially greater safety- 
over a system that envisions us- 
ing radioactive Plutonium as the 
power source. A version of the 
latter system is also being de- 
veloped by the National Heart 
Institute in cooperation with the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 


Hastings said the fuel-cell is 


being 
developed 
under 
a 


$325,000 NHI contract by the 
Monsanto Research Corp. of Ev- 
erett, Mass., one of many firms 
cooperating 
in the institute's 


many-faceted, $8.5 million-a- 
year program aimed at develop- 
ing improved "circulatory as- 
sist devices," including artifi- 
cial hearts. 


He said that while certain 


problems remain to be solved, 
the first robot heart employing 
the system should be ready for 
human use "in four to five 
years."

TYNEC, Czechoslovakia (AP) 


— Czechoslovakia's top investi- 
gator of Stalinist crimes was 
found hanged from a tree today, 
five days after his mysterious 
disappearance. 


Police in this village south of 


Prague said "we are 99 per cent 
sure" that Dr. Jozef Brestan- 
sky, deputy president of the Su- 


preme Court, was a suicide. A 
close friend, talking to reporters 
before his death was announced, 
had discounted the possibility. 


Czech police, detectives and 


photographers 
kept 
Brestan- 


sky's body from view. 


Brestansky, who was heading 


an investigation of persecution 
during Czechoslovakia's decade 
of Stalinist repression in the 
1950's, vanished Thursday on his 
way from the Supreme Court to 
the Justice Ministry in down- 
town Prague. 


His death comes in the midst 


of Czechoslovakia's drive to- 
ward liberalization. Only three 
weeks ago, Deputy Vladimir 
Janko. an old-liner, was found 


fatally wounded. Officials called 
his death a suicide. 


Police had said they were 


looking for a visitor to Brestan- 
sky's office who told secretaries 
he was carrying secret papers. 
The two talked only two minutes 
before 
the visitor 
left 
the 


judge's chambers, on the eve of 
his disappearance, 
witnesses 
said. 


Dr. Josef Hambalek, presi- 


dent of the Bratislava district 
court and a long-time friend, 
said he had spoken to Brestan- 
sky by phone shortly before he 
dropped from sight. He exclud- 
ed the possibility of suicide, say- 
ing the judge, 42, was a person 
of "strong character."

get out of hand. 


Suppose, for example, that the 


fun who yells "Kill the umpire!" 
really takes a swing at him. What 
are the legal consequences? 


For one thing, the umpire may 


hold the fan liable for the damage 
he inflicts. The law draws a sharp 
line between violent words and 
violent deeds. 


But there may be further com- 


plications. Take this case: 


An umpire, slugged by an irate 


fan, decided that the real villain 
was the home team's peppery man- 
ager. Suing the manager for dam- 
ages, the umpire argued in court: 


"He kept heckling me all through 


the game. He knew perfectly well 
that he was getting the local fans 
all worked up against me. There- 
fore, he was responsible for my 
injury." 


But the court refused to pin 


legal liability on the manager. The 
judge said it would be unfair to 
blame a manager for the antics of 
"every emotionally unstable per- 
son who might arrive at the game 
spoiling for a fight." 


Furthermore, merely by taking 


on such a job in the first place, an 
umpire assumes a certain amount 
of risk. 


In one case a college student, 


volunteering to umpire in a prac- 
tice game, took up a position close 
behind the netting of the batting 
cage. A fast foul ball thudded into 
the netting and struck the student 
in the eye. 


In due course he sued the school 


for 
damages, complaining 
that 


there was 'too much slack in the 
netting. But the court ruled that 
this was a risk he himself had as- 
sumed by standing in such a vul- 
nerable spot. 


Still, umpires do have the con- 


solation of wielding vast power 
within the game itself.

Thinks Cong

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Sen. 


J. William Fulbright, D-Ark., 
said Monday that the North Viet- 
namese would be "extremely 
foolish" if they did-not respond 
soon to moves announced Sun- 
day by President Johnson. 


"I think this is a very useful 


move by the President," Ful- 
bright said. "I think the presi- 
dent's statement shows he is 
really 
determined 
to 
bring 


about peace, a liquidation of the 
war. 


"I'm 
sure they (the North 


Vietnamese) were taken by sur- 
prise, as practically all of us 
were, and it will take a bit of 
time for them to sort out their 
thoughts," Fulbright said. "ButI 
would say that within a few days 
they should make some move." 


Johnson called for restricting 


the bombing area in North Viet- 
nam. 


Sen. John L. McClellan, D- 


Ark., said he couldn't under- 
stand Johnson's statements on 
the bombing. 


"If he means a step to pull 


out of the war, gradually de- 
escalate until we get the troops 
out and negotiate at any cost 
on any terms to try to end the 
war — if that is what he means, 
then we will have expended 
great treasure, the lives of 
many troops will have been 
spent in vain," McClellan said,
